ford, England, was constructed by British builders for the U. S. navy. It is the largest and most powerful 
airship in the world, surpassing the R-34, largest of the British air forces,.by about one-third, its air ca- 
pacity being 2,700,000 cubic feet, against 2,000,000 for the R-34. It will lift 83? tons to a height of 25,000 
feet, a “ceiling” almost twice that of the R-34, and 1,000 feet higher than ever attained by any airship. The 
ship will carry 30 tons of gasoline and will cruise 5,000 miles at 70 miles per hour without landing. At its 
normal cruising speed of 10 miles/an hour it has a range of 6,500 miles, or farther than from Chicago to 
Tokio. An American crew, after learning the ways of the new colossus, will start by air for America in

BERLIN. CRUSHES 
WORLD’S BIGGEST 
WHITE SLAVE RING 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.} 

BERLIN,’ June 23.—The largest 
white slave ring of the twentieth cen- 
tury, according to the Berlin police, 
was crushed today when a number of 
men and women procurers were arrest- 
ed in Berlin and Frankfurt. This 
group alone obtained 400 girls, whom 
they sold to keepers of disorderly 
houses in the occupied zone. 

According to the police, the white 
slave traffic, which before the war was 
well under control throughout Ger- 
many, went out of bounds following 
French military, orders establishing dis- 
orderly houses throughout the zone of 
occupation for the use of French 
troops. 

Hundreds of women were sent to 
Frankfurt under the pretense of work 
as housemaids or factory hands. Agents 
of the ring in Frankfurt took the wom- 
en to various towns along the Rhine, 
where red light districts were estab- 
lished. 4 

‘The police obtained evidence on 
which the arrests were made during a 
fight fn a Berlin night club over the 
price to be paid for a batch of girls. 
The procurers usually paid 1,000 
marks, about $14, per girl.

Senator Penrose announced that.

day. Senator Penrose said that it

“No Right to Extend Leans.” 

Secretary Mellon's letter to Presi- 
dent Harding sets forth that he has 
been advised that, except as to the ad- 
vances made out of the proceeds of 
Liberty loan bonds, the treasury de- 
partment is without authority to cun- 
sent to any extension of the time for 
payment of the principal or interest of 
foreign obligations, or to proceed with 
refunding plans. 

With respect to aévahees made out 
of proceeds of Liberty loan bonds, the 
secretary says the existing authority 
contains such diverse provisions as to 
interest, maturity, and other terms of 
the refunding bonds as to make it dif- 


ficult to formulate a comprehenstve/

THE HOSPITALS’ PROFITS ON 
WURSING. 


Chicago, June 14.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The writer recently attended the 
-graduafion exercises of a certain hos- 
pital training school for nurses, at which 
the master -of ceremonies (a member of 
the said hospital) stated that the gradu- 
ates before him were at that very moment 
capable and qualified to undertake the 
work of full fledged graduate nurses, 
although they still had to serve a num- 
ber of months to complete nee three 
years’ course. 

These student nurses receive the sum 
of $5 per month and board and lodging 
from the hospital while in trairing, - 
twelve hours per day, and yet, after they 
have held their graduation exercises and 
are capable of performing the services 
of graduate nurses and are considered so 
valuable to the hospitals, the manage- 
ments of hospitals do not see fit to in- 
cease the amount above the small sum _ 
paid at entrance to said training. 

This same master of ceremonies had 
the audacity to insult the intelligence of 
his hearers by stating that it was not 
the hospitals that wanted a three year 
course of training for the purpose of get- 
ting expert nursing services gratis, but 
because they felt the necessity of a three 
year course to make a good nurse. 

If these graduates are worth more after 
the graduation, why then do not the 
hospitals pay them more the remaining 
months than the small sum of $5 per 
month, the very same small sum they 
paid them from the heginning of the 
course. Instead of that, while the hos- 
pitals have boosted up. their fees since 
1914, they are still paying these noble.
